As $ Samuel Ealand, the late Deputy Clerk, was 
the firſt who ſuffered by the Rev, Mr, Wrighte's 
regulations, and as ſome ſhort account of his caſe 
will not only tend to ſhew the Rev. Mr. Wrightes 
ſacred thirſt for gold, but alſo the ways and means 
which his poli geſted to him for the acquire- 
ment berge; ; 05 briefly touch upon it. . 
In the 3 end of the year 1773, Samuel 
Ealand was 8 "Clerk; and in juſ- 
tie it muſt be allowed, he was a perſon in all 
points well qualified for that - ras After this, 
for ſome few years, alas, too few ! the golden age 
continued; all then was peace and harmony with- 
in our ſacred walls; each perſon then in I en- 
joyed his little, with which he ſeemed content; 
10 Abab then longed for a Naboth's ground, nor 
Heman. was there found to meditate deſtruction. 
Our only ſtru ggle then was to befriend each 
other.“

The average number of 8 in the church 
of St. Martin in the Fields, is about 420, or up- 
wards, in the year; but taken at that number, 
the impgſition or benefit to the Rev. Mr. Wrighre, 
by his own alteration, amounts to £.66 and up- 
wards per-annum.

Thus was an induſtrious man, wich 2 numer- 
ous family, moſt cruelly treated; and after nine 
years good ann! in his office, diſcharged, 
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In the following Section, it may be proper to 
ſpeak of myſelf. as of a third perſon ; leſt the 
reader ſhould call me an Egotiſt. 


ON the firſt day of March, 1782, Mr. Boyer

28. 6d. more out of each 10s. 6d. of all that 
could be got from qualifiers at the church,” with 
the whole of whatever could be got at the courts. 
One half of the benefits ariſing from all other 


impofitions, that is to ſay, of certificates of mar- 


riages, of copies of marriages, of certificates of 
baptiſms, of certificates of burials, of ſearchers 


reports, of examinations of the regiſter, and of 


certificates of the publication of banns, With the 


half of a new ſort of certificates, wherein the 


whole is impofftion, ſuch as of perſons being alive, 
living in our pariſh, of good character, &c, Such 
was the farm rented. . | 

It is undoubtedly neceſſary to give ſome reaſon 


for Mr. Boyer's hiring ſuch a Farm. The Rev. - | 
Mr. Wrighte had now by his own authority 


brought in the impoſitions mentioned, declared

them right though he knew they were not; and 
claimed all the money as his own, though he 
knew it was not. The Rev. Mr. Wrighte decla- 
red he was determined, not only to diſcharge 
Ealand, but alſo, to make ſomething more of 
theſe matters; ſaid if one would not rent them 
another would be glad to do it, and made a great 
merit of his having given Mr. Boyer the refuſal, 
rather than Mr. Eſte, who would be diſpleaſed 
he faid, that he had not given it to him, for he 
knew he would be exceedingly glad to have it ; 
but that he Rev. Mr. Wrighte ſaid he did not 
mind, Mr. Boyer neither did, nor does perceive 
that he had any thing to do with he Rev. Mr. 
Wrighte's title to ſaid eftate, therefore he rented 
it; knowing that he Rev. Mr. Wrighte was te- 
ſponſible for all things, not he. How the perſon 
who letts an eſtate got poſſeſſion thereof, reſpects 
not him who rents it; whether juſtly, or unjuſt- 
ly, is no buſineſs of his. So far Mr. Boyer's de- 
Fence. Now follows the con/ideration. 

In confideration for ſaid farm, Mr. Beyer paid to 
the Rev. Mr. Wrighte . 100 per annum, took 
care of his clerical duty and of all his other church 
affairs without charging him for it. Mr. Boyer 
likewiſe found a Deputy Clerk at his (Mr, Boyer s) 
own expence, to whom he allowed 1/. 1s. per week. 
Mr. Boyer was alſo at half the expence of ſtamps, 
and of printed forms for certificates. Alſo Mr. 
Boyer paid one third part of the rent of the Clerk 
and Sexton's office ; paid likewiſe for one third 
part of the coals conſumed there, and one third 
part of the old man's wages who takes care of the 
place. Furthermore, Mr, Boyer was at all the

expence of pens, ink and paper, pencils, pounce, 
and wafers, Mr. Boyer was likewife under the 
neceſſity of reſigning a ſmall emolument, which 
he had from the Viſtounteſs Dowager Townſhend, 
upon account of the abundance of duty which 
Mr. Boyer then had upon his hands. Indeed, 
the Rev. Mr. Wrighte made a point of it, on ac- 


count its being evidently neceſſary.

In the courſe of the year begining on the firſt _ 
of March 1782, and ending on the laſt of Fe- 
bruary 1783, Mr. Boyer gained C. 42, being the 
reward of his labour. After this, Mr. Boyer 

held the farm five months, during which time his 
gains in proportion were double. 
But before the end of the year, the Rev. Mr 
 Wrighte got hold of the early ko late Readerſoip, 
therefore "Mr. Boyer then became Deputy to him 
in that, as he had been before to the Librarian. 
This ſtep was certainly very diſagreeable to Mr. 
Boyer, _ he had never held this duty in his own 
right; and leſt he ſhould make any ſtir about it, 
the Rev. Mr. Wrighte ſaid his only reaſon fo do- 
ing was; that it was introductory to his ſucceeding 
the Librarian, which he hoped to do; that Mr. 1

Boyer ſhould have the money as before, and con- 
ſequently it made no difference to him. Mr. 
Boyer did not hope to ſucceed the Librarian 
againſt the Rev. Mr. Wrighte, backed by Doctor 
Hamilton's intereſt ; therefore he ſat quiet, though 
diſcontented. It ſhould. have been obſerved, that 
the Librarian, who is likewiſe the Schrol-maſter, 
is hereditary reader. The grievance to Mr. Boyer 
was, that whenever the connection between him 
and tbe Rev. Mr. Wrighte ſhould ceaſe, the Deputy 
Readerſhip would likely be loſt. However, the 
Rev. Mr Wrighte has been in part diſappointed, 
as he has not ſucceeded the Librarian. But to 
proceed, the Rev. Mr. Wrighte's intention of 
taking the farm into his own hands, had from the 
end of the year being pretty evident, when he 
had feen the amount. He only waited for an 
opportunity of ſeizing Mr. Foyers appointments 
at the ſame time. 

Beſides the Deputy Readerſhip before mentioned, 
Mr. Boyer's appointments were, the burials at 
Drury Lane, the Chaplaincy of the Work Houſe, 
and the burials of the poor; in theſe three Mr. Boyer 
was principal, being thereunto appointed by the 
Veſiry, and the Board at the Work Houſe. 

On the 22d of March 1783, a diſpute happen- 
ed between tbe Rev. M. Wrighte and Mr. Boyer, 
about the regiſter ; he Rev. Mr. Wrighte inſiſted, 
that private baptiſms ſhould be 3 the 
ſame as chriftenings. 

Private baptiſms ought not to be 3 
but in caſes of danger, and are always without

This was to give rh Rev. Mr. Wrighte a more 
plauſible pretence for demanding the fees at that 
time; the fees are for regiſtering, though com- 
monly called the chriſtening fees. 
But long before this, the Rev. Mr. Wrighte had 
very wiſely ordered, that the fee ſhould be demand- 
ed at the time of the private baptiſm, perceiving 
that many children died without having any thing 
more than private baptiſm. But his order had 
never fully obtained, that is according to his deſite 
of its-obtaining, for his orders run thus: If the 
ople ſeem poor, or where there appears no 
likelihood of the child's living, always demand the 
Fee; but if the people appear genteel, unleſs there 
is no probability of the child's living, do not men- 
tion it, leſt it ſhould diſpleaſe them; but if they 
happen to be people of faſhion, be ſure you do 
not name the fee at all, but come away. But 
the misfortune was, that poor people, and even 
where there was no probability of the child's life, 
would refuſe to comply with this unjuſt demand. 
It may be proper here to mention r politic 
regulations ot the Rev. Mr. Wrighte's ; he found 
the fees for bome chriftenings, 38. 6d, (which 
is the common fee throughout London, Weſtmin- 
ſter, &c.) but the Rev. Mr. Wrighte ordered that 
they ſhould be 5s. very wiſely” judging it would 
be better.” Churchings at home, by the Rev. Mr. 
Wrighte's order were alſo made 5s. but when he 
found this laſt regulation did not anſwer, he re- 
duced the churchings, though at home, to 28. 6. 
But farther, which ſhewed great wiſdom, the 
Rev. Mr. Wrighte ordered that even churchings 
at home, in ſuch parts of the pariſh as lay on the 
other fide of Cquent Garden, ſhould only be

given for ſuch parts of the pariſh as lay beyond

But to return to the diſpute about the regiſtering 


of private baptiſms, altho' the Rev. Mr. Wrighte

was obeyed in the money's being frequently then 


demanded, it was impoſſible for Mi. Boyer ſo 


far to debaſe the regiſter, while in his care, as 
to enter private baptiſms, For had that been 


done, many children (according to the regiſter). 


would have appeared to have been chriſtened, 


though they never had. And likewiſe duplicates 


of the ſame thing muſt frequently have happened; 
as for inſtance, Jobn Nokes of Richard and Mary, 
baptized on the 22d of March 1783, and John 
Nokes of Richard and Mary, baptized on the 17th 
of July 1783; making it appear by the regiſter, 


that the ſame perſons muſt have had twins, bap- 


tized at different times by the ſame name, and that 


likewiſe without any ſpecification of which was 


the firſt born. | | 
The Rev. Mr. Wrighte is no great adept in 
church matters, yet he knew ſufficient to ſee the 
 Impropriety of this, had not intereſt blinded his 
eyes. However, the Rev. Mr. Wrigbte very re- 
laRantly gave up the point, upon Mr. Boyer's 

| poſitively refuſing to do it. But this ſo much diſ- 
pleaſed the Rev Gentlemen, that he was particu- 
larly ill-natured for ſome days, upon account of 
which Mr. Boyer told him, that he wiſhed their 


engagement might ceaſe at the end of the 


month. 


. . 

month. But the Rev. Mr. Wrighte alledged, 
that giving up the farm ſo haſtily was very un- 
genteel and ungrateful ; that he was. not provided 
with a proper perſon to take care of the Regiſter ; 
and further, he Rev. Mr. Wrigbte threatened to 

take away the Readerſhip, if M. Bayer perſiſted 
in giving up the farm. The fear of diſputing 
this point with h Rev. Gentleman, and the de- 
ſire of getting a little more money by the farm, 
induced Mr. Boyer to go on. 

But the Rev. Mr. Wrighte became every Guy 
more inſolent, and indeed abuſive, which is al- 
ways the caſe with The Rev. Gentleman, when he 
ſuppoſes the perſons with whom he has to do, are 
poorer than himfelf, benefited by him, or have not - 
ſuch good intereſt, The Rev. Gentleman's em- 
ployment now, was to collect what inſtances he 
could of Mr. Boyer's freedom of living, and to re- 
port them to Doctor Hamilton. The Rev; Gen- 
rleman is likewiſe very fond of encouraging whiſ- 
' perers, and there were ſome at that time who 
1magined, that they would be benefited if Mr. 
Boyer was caſhiered. Perhaps they have found - 
their miſtake. In the month of June 1783, 
Doctor Hamilton, the Rev. Mr. Wrighte, and Mr. 
Boyer had a meeting reſpecting Mr. Boyer's free- 
dom of life ; though perhaps moſt men ſituated 
as Mr. Boyer then was, might have been guilt 
of the fame imprudence. The reſult of this 
meeting was, that no mention -ſhould be made 
of any thing that was paſſed, provided nothing 
of the kind happened in future. In July 1783, 


| there was a ſecond meeting upon the fame buſi 


' neſs, the reſult of which was, that Mr. Boyer |

ſhould ſtand upon his original ground, fo long as 
be conducted himſelf well; fince which time, 

neither Dr. Hamilton, nor the Rev. Mr. Wrighte 
can alledge any thing againſt Mr. Boyer. 25 
From that time he Rev. Mr. Wrighte became 
remarkably civil, and defired that Mr. Boyer 
would continue his matters as before ; compli- 
mented him from day to day upon his prudent 
conduct, ſo long as he, the Rev. Mr. Wrighte 
ſtayed in town, which was until the 2d of Aug. 
1783. On the ſaid 2d of ' Auguſt, as uſual, Mr. 
Boyer accompanied the Rev. Mr. Wrighte to 
White Chapel; but that day. the Rev. Mr. Wrighte 
inſiſted on Mr. Boyer's dining with him, which 
was complied with, and they parted feemingly in 
the greateſt friendſhip. S 
Previous to this, Mr. and Mrs. Boyer had re- 
ceived letters out of the country reſpecting a mat- 
ter by which they were likely to be much, bene- 
fited, therefore they judged it proper to go down 
to learn the certainty of it; particularly, as Mr. 
Boyer had then a very favourable opportunity, as 
a Clergyman , boarded with him, who was intirely 
diſengaged, and who had frequently aſſiſted Mr. 
Boyer, by the Rev. Mr. Mrigbte's approbation. 
The multiplicity of duty which Mr. Boyer then 
had upon his hands, and his frequent attendance 
at the rwo Houſes of Parliament, and at the Courts 
in Weſtminſter Hall and elſe where, made it ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary that he ſhould have occafional- 
aſſiſtance. | 3 
Therefore, on Mr, Boyer's return home, on the 
ſaid ad of Auguſt, he appointed Mr. Simpſon 
to take care of all the clerical matters, and the

Deputy Clerk, Milton, to take care of the Regiſ- 
ter. And that each man might know his duty, 


Mr. Boyer made them enter upon their reſpective 
parts that very day, though he did not intend to 
leave town till the 6th; and they were to take 
care until Mr. Boyer's retuunn. 
| But it appears, that zhe Reverend Mr, Wrighte 
_ . muſt have returned to town, the inſtant he heard 
that Mr. Boyer was gone; for on the 8th or gth 
of faid Auguſt, ihe Rev. Mr. Wrighte appointed 
Mr. Hunt in My. Boyer's room, not only to take 
care of the Rev. Mr. Wrigbte's clerical duty, but 
- alſo of all Mr. Boyer's Appointments, and to com- 
mence on the firſt day of September.
